Maintained 


There are many persons who do 
not consider the position of a cor- 
poration, its cost of operation or 
its obligations and responsibi 
to the public. 

They are inclined to think that 
everything should move along in 
about the same old way as far as 
the corporation is concerned, never 
considering the purchasing power 
of the dollar, which will not buy 
any more for the corporation than 


it will for the private individual. 

The rising cost of wages, equip- 
ment, replacements, fuel and other 
operating expenses has the same influ- 
ence upon steam railroad income as it 
has upon street railway income. 

There is now government control of 
the railroads. They are operated as 
a unit. Various economies have been 
put into effect such as elimination of 
unnecessary trains, consolidation of] 
ticket offices and withdrawal of so- 
licitors. Other outgrowths of the com- 
petitive system are to be cut off. 

Still a deficit is in prospect, and it 
is now recommended to Director- 
General McAdoo by his adyisers that 
passenger and freight rates be in- 
creased 25 per cent. 

This increase is deemed necessary 
in spite of the fact that the volume 
of traffic has greatly increased, just 
as the volume of traffic has greatly in- 
creased on the street railways. 

The case of the railroads proves the 
claims of many utility-companies such 
as street railway, water, light, gas and 
telephone, that increases in their rates 
are absolutely necessary to maintain 
their solvency.

The cholce 
of peoples played no part in it at all 
lt contemplated binding together racial 
and political units which could be kept 
tegether only by force—-Czechs, Mag- 
yars, Croats, Serbs, Roumanians, Turks, 
Aremnians—the proud states of Bo- 
hemia and Hungary, the stout little 
commonweal¢hs of the Balkans, the in- 
domitable Turks; the subtile peoples 
of the East. These peoples did not 
wish to be united. They ardently de- 
sired to direct their own affairs, would 
be satisfied only by undisputed inde- 
pendence. They could be kept quiet 
only by the presence or the constant 
threat. of armed men. They @would live 
under a common power only by sheer 
compulsion and await the day of revo- 
lution. But the German militry states- 
men had reckoned with all that and 
were ready to deal with it in their 
own way.’—(President Wilson, Flag 
Day Address, June 14, 1917.) 

“Across the path of this railway to 
Bagdad lay Serbia—An_ independent 
country whose sovereign alone among 
those of southeastern Europe had no 
marriage connection with Berlin, a 
Serbia that looked toward Russia. That 
is why Europe was nearly driven into 
war in 1918; that is why Germany 
stood determinedly behind Austria's 
demands in 1914 and forced war. She 
must have her ‘corridor’ to the south- 
east; she must have political domina- 
tion all along the route of the great 
economic empire she planned.

QUISHOOTS ENEMY 


Eight Batteries of Big Guns Put Out 
of Commission; Germans Fear 
American Raiders 


With the American army in France.— 
The accuracy of the American artillery 
fire on the Picardy front is attested to 
by information that eight out of ten 
German batteries which have been ac- 
tive in bombing the American positions 
have been destroyed by the American 
artillerymen since their entry into this 
sector. Aerial photographs show that 
direct hits were obtained in most in- 
stances. 

In addition to this the American guns 
have been busy in tearing up the en- 
emy’s rear lines and setting his ammu- 
nition dumps and billets on fire, while 
patrols from the American lines have 
been harassing the Germans nightly. 

The marked increase recently in the 
enemy aerial activity along the front 
has raised the question of whether it 
may not be a prelude to new action by 
the enemy infantry. Whether or not 
this be the case, the American troops 
holding the line are becoming restless 
and eager for a chance to get at the 
enemy. One hears frequently the con- 
viction expressed that if the numbers 
are anywhere near equal, the Germans 
will be given an unwelcome surprise. 

Already the American resourcefulness 
on patrol has caused the Germans con- 
siderable alarm, according to prisoners 
who readily admit that the Americans 
have few equals in this style of fight- 
ing. 

Enemy aircraft have been extremely 
active along the Ameriean front in Pi- 
cardy since the advent of the new 
nroon. Villages and fuads~ hr’ the rear 
of the American lines have bepn bomb- 
ed and some of the villages visited by 
the hostile aviators present pitiful
